Reasons for Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The primary reason 
for allowance is that the prior art of record does not disclose or suggest a process for producing 
oils with a high viscosity index as claimed in which the process contains the step of fractionating 
at least a portion of the oil residue from the initial reaction step by thermal diffusion to separate 
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the residue into fraction in accordance with viscosity index. While separation by thermal 
diffusion is known, there would be no motivation to include this step in the process of the Billon 
reference because such a separation technique is not equivalent to or analogous to the 
fractionation disclosed by Billon.
